Keeping pets safe 


in summer heat

AGAWAM — The first rule for 
the dog days of summer is simple: 
make sure your furry friends are 
happy, healthy and safe. 

Like their human counterparts, 
pets can suffer from heatstroke, or 
a dangerously high body tempera- 
ture of 106 to 109 degrees during 
periods of extreme heat. 

“This occurs when heat gen- 
eration exceeds the body’s abil- 
ity to dissipate heat and occurs 
during hot and humid outdoor 
conditions,’ said Edward Schet- 
tino, DVM and medical director of 
VCA Southwick Animal Hospital. 
“Dogs and cats should be kept in a 
well-ventilated area with plenty of 
fresh water and shade. Heatstroke 
is rare in cats since outdoor cats 
will find a cool spot to relax in on 
their own.” 

Schettino pointed out that the 
early signs of heat stroke in ani-

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Town to receive 
$3.1M in federal 


assistance 


Funds to cover cost of Oct. 29 
storm cleanup

he town of Agawam is one of 

two western Massachusetts 
communities to receive federal 
assistance to pay for the debris re- 
moval that was caused by the Oct. 
29, 2011 snowstorm, Congress 
Richard E. Neal (D-Massachu- 
setts) announced last week. 

According to a July 11 statement 
issued by Neal’s office, Agawam 
will receive about $3.1 million in 
public assistance grants that will 
cover 75 percent of cleanup and 
recovery costs associated with the 
storm. The town of Sturbridge will 
receive $1.2 million. 

Following the October 
Nor’easter — which knocked out 
power to many in the community 
for as long as a week — Neal urged 
President Barack Obama to issue 
a disaster declaration in order to 
make federal assistance available 
to affected cities and towns. 

“Having seen the devastation 
from the snowstorm firsthand, I 
know how important this federal 
assistance is to local communities 
who are still struggling to pay for 


cleanup costs,’ Neal said in the 
statement. “Literally thousands of 
trees across western Massachu- 
setts had to be cut down, removed 
and disposed of. When you in- 
clude overtime costs, the recovery 
process becomes very expensive 
for towns like Agawam and Stur- 
bridge. That is why I am pleased 
that this important reimbursement 
assistance has been approved.” 

According to Agawam May- 
or Richard A. Cohen, between 
120,000 and 150,000 cubic yards 
of debris was cleared following 
the storm, which caused a total of 
$5.93 million. Much of the cost of 
cleanup was for labor, said Cohen. 

‘Tm very happy that we re- 
ceived $3.1 million in funding, 
which is 75 percent,” he said. “I’m 
waiting to hear on the 100 percent 
reimbursement, which would be 
an additional $1 million.” 

Cohen said the funding is “cer- 
tainly very helpful,’ and that the 
turnaround time once all the pa- 
perwork was filed was fairly quick. 
“It was an arduous, time-consum- 
ing, task-consuming project on 
the submission; it was just pages

Red barn clears hurdle for 
National Register status 


Gains support of Massachusetts Historical Commission

AGAWAM — The historic red 
barn at the entrance to School 
Street Park has gained the support 
of the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission for listing on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 

According to a statement re- 
leased last month by Secretary of 
State William F. Galvin, the state 
commission voted to endorse Aga- 
wam’s nomination for historic sta- 
tus at its meeting in June. 

“The Massachusetts Historical 
Commission is dedicated to pre- 
serving the Commonwealth’s rich 
historic, architectural, archaeo- 
logical, and cultural resources,” 
said Galvin in the statement dated 
June 19. “Inclusion of the School 
Street Barn will help to preserve 
this building as a testament to the 
town’s agricultural history.” 

The town of Agawam purchased 
the School Street Barn in 2002, 
along with 49.3 acres of land on 
which the structure currently sits. 
Since then, a dedicated group of 
residents has been working to raise

public awareness of the barn’s his- 
toric past. 

Earlier this year, the town sub- 
mitted the National Historic Reg- 
ister nomination to the U.S. De- 
partment of Interior. At the time, 


Deborah Dachos, director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment, said listing on the register 
is a “rare privilege” granted to 
structures and places that “hold a

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House passes 
reading 
proficiency bill 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, joined his colleagues in 
voting to unanimously pass An Act Relative 
to Third Grade Reading Proficiency. The bill 
will create an Early Literacy Panel that will 
advise state education agencies on best prac- 
tices to improve the language and reading 
skills of children. The legislation will also 
implement new curriculum standards, testing 
requirements and teacher development train- 
ing programs for early-childhood educators. 

“As a parent, I’m focused on ensuring our 
children have the foundation for an excel- 
lent education. This bill will ensure that our 
children have the tools to succeed throughout 
their academic careers,” said Boldyga. 

According to the group Early Education 
for All, nearly 40 percent of third graders 
in Massachusetts read below grade level 
and 74 percent of children who read poorly 
in third grade will struggle to keep up with 
their classmates. This creates a situation that 
stunts the educational development of each 
child that falls behind in the classroom. 

In order to create a curriculum that will im- 
prove the quality of early education in public 
schools throughout the Commonwealth, the 
legislation seeks to strengthen the implemen- 
tation of literacy programs in public schools 
across the state by requiring the expert panel 
to advise the Department of Early Education 
and Care, the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, and the Department of 
Higher Education on aligning and coordinat- 
ing current initiatives. 

The bill now goes to the State Senate for 
approval.

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Historic register home to be demolished 


Structure has no 


historical value

AGAWAM — The Agawam Historical 
Commission, at its meeting last week, ap- 
proved the request of Southwick developer 
Ralph DePalma to demolish a house on the 
historic inventory in town. 

The commission, in making the 4-0 deci- 
sion July 10, determined that the house no 
longer had any historical value. Four of the 
seven members of the commission were 
present at the meeting, and Chairman David 
Cecchi said he toured the house himself. 

“I went through the house and it has been 
altered significantly,’ said Cecchi. “There 
are no fireplaces or mantles or anything that 
resembles a historic home. It basically has 
no historical value so we did not have any 
reason to oppose the demolition.” 

Cecchi explained the house was placed on 
a historic structure inventory in 1985. More 
than 500 homes and structures that were 
considered “historic” because of their archi-

service to the community, or- 


tecture were placed on the inventory, which 
was performed by a simple drive around 
town, he said. 

“There was not a lot to the inventory,’ said 
Cecchi. “But when it was done, it was done 
to identify the older architecture in town.” 

Several years later, in 1999, a historical 
home known as “Betty’s Townhouse” on 
Springfield Street was torn down, Cecchi 
said. It was replaced with the current Wal- 
greens store. 

“It was a historic home and it was done 
without any oversight,” said Cecchi. 

After the demolition of the townhouse, 
the demolition delay ordinance was devel- 
oped and passed. It now requires any historic 
structure in town to go through the historical 
commission for approval. Cecchi said the 
home at 86 South Westfield St., which De- 
Palma plans to demolish to build a home for 
his daughter, was built in 1860’s. 

“Not much else is known about the 
house,” said Cecchi. “We don’t know why 
it was considered historic or anyone signifi- 
cant who lived there.” 

The house is two stories, and Cecchi de- 
scribed it as a Greek Revival style. 

DePalma purchased the house after it went 
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into foreclosure at the end of 2011. 

The historical commission will now send 
a letter to the building inspector, which will 
allow DePalma to acquire a permit to per- 
form the demolition. If the commission had 
voted against his request, there would have 
been a six-month delay before DePalma 
could gain a permit to demolish. 

The six-month delay ordinance allows the 
historical commission to try to take steps to 
try and find resources to purchase or other- 
wise preserve a Structure they believe still 
has historical value. 

Cecchi said in DePalma’s case, he did not 
see any reason to try and block the request. 

“Personally, I would like to see the his- 
toric structures in this town preserved,’ said 
Cecchi. “But I also live in the real world and 
this house had no value.” 

There is nothing from stopping a hom- 
eowner from altering a structure on the his- 
toric inventory. The inventory is local and 
while the list is managed by the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission, only the delay 
ordinance protects a structure from demoli- 
tion. It cannot stop a homeowner from mod- 
ernizing or altering the home.

I had thought for many years that God’s 
work was man’s work and that woman’s 
work was to pray and to obey. How very 
sobering it was for me to read from the 
closing speeches of the Second Vatican 
Council where the Council Fathers ex- 
pressed an urgent plea for women to ac- 
cept God’s call: 

“The hour is coming, in fact has come, 
when the vocation of woman is being ac- 
knowledged in its fullness, the hour in 
which women acquire in the world an 
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influence, an effect and 


the women of the world: this grave moment in history, it is for you 


a power never hitherto 
achieved. That is why, at 
this moment when the hu- 
man race is undergoing 
so deep a transformation, 
women impregnated with 
a spirit of the Gospel can 
do so much to aid human- 
ity in not falling.” 

The Council Fathers 
furthered their appeal to 
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“Reconcile men with 
life and above all, we be- 
seech you, watch care- 
fully over the future of our 
race. Hold back the hand 
of man, who, in a moment 
of folly, might attempt 
to destroy human civili- 
zation.... Women of the 
entire universe...you to 
whom life is entrusted at 


to save the peace of the world.” 

Two thoughts stood out for me: the first 
is that the human race is undergoing so 
deep a transformation and the second that 
women impregnated with a spirit of the 
Gospel can aid humanity in not falling. 

What is this transformation? Good or 
Bad? I just have to look around to see the 
stress in the forms of the abortions, sui- 
cides, murder, homelessness, hopeless-

special place in American history.” 

The School Street Barn was once the cen- 
ter of one of the most thriving agricultural 
hubs in western Massachusetts, said Dachos. 
It represents a rare New England style high- 
drive post and beam structure with ramps at 
both ends, an uncommon agricultural design 
solution to farming in a floodplain. Located 
on the west bank of the Connecticut River, 
the barn and its contents survived the devas- 
tating floods of 1936. 

The barn is also significant for its relation- 
ship with neighboring Springfield; it was 
common for Springfield residents to invest 
in Agawam farmland and lease the proper- 
ties to tenant farmers. The farm’s ownership 
history reflects the shift in Agawam from 
family owned and worked farms to farms as 
leased commercial assets for an urban cen- 
ter. 

In the 1940s the barn and its associated 
farmhouse and property were sold to the 
Hampden County Jail. The institution’s jail 
farm program — which put inmates to work 
and provided food for the jail — provided 
an abundance of produce, the excess of 
which was sent to homeless families in both 
Springfield and Holyoke. The farm was op- 
erated until the York Street jail was closed 
in 1992. In 1998, the farm — including the 
house (which was demolished in 1999) and 
barn — went to the Commonwealth. 

The School Street Barn is one of eight his- 
toric resources around the Commonwealth 
approved for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places by the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission at its meet- 
ing last month. 

Dachos said the state historical commis- 
sion’s recommendation is a requirement for 
getting the building listed on the National 
Register, which could make Agawam eligi- 


ble for state funds to restore the barn. 

In April, the city council voted to expend 
the $61,750 to fund design services for the 
restoration of the historic barn. The money 
was used to hire Crosskey Architects, a 
design firm based out of Hartford, Conn., 
that has experience working with historical 
barns. 

“Gaining their support was another big 
step toward getting the National Register 
nomination,” said Dachos. “It’s a necessary 
step, but I was very pleased with how sup- 
portive they were of the project and their rec- 
ognition and support of the barn.” 

The Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion vote, taken June 13, was unanimous 
in favor of the nomination. Dachos, and 
Agawam Historical Commission chairman 
David Cecchi and members Richard Ben- 
nett and Karl Stieg were in attendance at the 
meeting in Boston. 

“Tt validates how we’ ve felt for a long time 
that it’s not just any old barn,” said Cecchi. 
“We’ve got something that’s pretty unique 
here.” 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen called 
the barn “an historic piece of architecture 
within our community. 

“T'm certainly in favor of maintaining it,” 
he said. Listing School Street Barn on the 
national register shows its worthiness not 
only to the town, but to the region. “It’s a 
Massachusetts landmark. When you drive 
to the park and you see that barn, it’s a real 
piece of Americana and we’re fortunate to 
have that in Agawam.” 

According to the statement from the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Commission, dated 
June 15, to Cecchi, the nomination form will 
now be submitted to the National Register 
Office, National Park Service in Washing- 
ton, D.C. for final review.

ness, hunger, alcoholism, drug addiction 
and natural calamities. The list goes on. It 
would seem we are falling further and fur- 
ther from God’s providence and grace. Yet, 
with God, there is always hope: hope of 
renewal and restoration, hope of new life 
and a new world. What we need are new 
witnesses to a Faith still alive. The Council 
Fathers are calling women to be these new 
witnesses. 

What does it mean to be “impregnated 
with the Spirit of the Gospel?” According 
to evangelist Johnnette Benkovic, it means 
to be saturated with the gospel spirit, per- 
meated with the gospel truth, and filled 
with the gospel life. We must live in con- 
formance to Jesus Christ and His teaching. 
We pray, we study, we contemplate and 
then we live it out daily. Often for women 
itis a way of life to encourage, to support, 
to weep with those who weep, to rejoice 
with those who rejoice, to tell a story, to 
mend a finger, to ice a bruise, to pick up 
the fallen, to hold close the grieving, to 
celebrate with those who have succeeded 
and comfort those who have failed, to be a 
candle burning brightly even at the darkest 
hour; to be Christ to others in all circum- 
stances. 

More recently I read from the writings 
of St. Madeleine Sophie Barat. Madeleine 
was born in Burgundy, France in 1779. She 
was educated by her brother Louis, who as 
a seminarian discerned that she was des- 
tined to do great things for the kingdom 
of God. She was. When the Revolution 
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ended in 1799, the Church in France great- 
ly needed reconstruction, especially its 
schools. She founded an order of women 
dedicated to education and in her life she 
founded 105 schools in all. She was pro- 
gressive in her educational ideals and be- 
came a champion of women. Mother Barat 
worked to provide a course of studies that 
helped her pupils attain the fullness of the 
feminine ideal. Once while reflecting on 
Proverbs 31:10-31, she wrote: 

How rare it is to find a valiant woman! 
It is perhaps necessarily so, since Scrip- 
ture says that they are more precious than 
pearls and diamonds. Let us however work 
to train a few. For in this century we must 
no longer count on men to preserve the 
faith. The grain of faith that will be saved 
will hide itself among women. A woman 
cannot remain neutral in the world. She too 
is set for the fall and resurrection of many. 
How different are God’s thoughts from 
ours! Between women and God is often 
arranged the eternal salvation of husbands 
and sons. But for this she must be valiant. 
Strong to uphold purity of life. Strong to 
keep inviolate the treasure of faith. Strong 
in every battle of life. Great-souled in the 
face of calamity, persecution and death. 
And remember, sorrow is the training 
ground of strong souls. 

Let us follow the guidance of the Church 
Fathers and the example of Mother Barat as 
we go through our days doing what women 
do best: being Christ to others in all cir- 
cumstances. Let us take time for prayer 
and discernment; let us answer the call to 
be co-workers in Christ’s Vineyard.

and pages of information,” said Cohen, who 
credited Department of Public Works Super- 
intendent Christopher Golba with putting it 
all together. The request for funds was sub- 
mitted about two months ago. 

Cohen said he is still waiting to hear 
whether or not the town will receive the 
additional $1 million in reimbursements. 
“[’m very grateful [for the 75 percent], but 
more would be better,” he said.

Keep pets safe this summer

mals are panting, high heart rate, vomiting, 
diarrhea, dehydration, and even depression. 
Late signs are severe respiratory distress, red 
spots on the gums, seizures, and collapse. 

“When there is no air conditioning, it is a 
good idea to leave the upper parts of the win- 
dow open to allow the indoor environment 
to be ventilated without the possible danger 
of the dog or cat falling through the screen,” 
said Schettino. “Shades should be drawn to 
prevent the indoor environment from getting 
too hot.” 

Indoor rabbits should be kept in the cool- 
est part of the house. Outdoor rabbits must 
be kept in the shade of a well-ventilated 
area. On very hot days, frozen plastic water 
bottles can be placed inside a cage to make 
the temperature more tolerable. If it’s still 
too hot, take the animal indoors. 

“You always want to make sure any ani- 
mal, even horses, has access to some type of 
shelter. Even when they don’t have to use it, 
they must have a way to get out of the ele- 
ments,” said Allison Strong, animal control 
officer for the town of Agawam. “You also 
need to monitor them in the heat. Just the 
same way we get automated heat adviso- 
ries to check our elderly neighbors, we must 
check our pets.” 

The second rule of summer pet safety is to 
never leave a pet unattended in a vehicle for 
any length of time. 

“Tf the outside air temperature is 90 de- 
grees and a dog is in a car for 10 minutes, 
the inside temp of the car will get up to 109 
degrees even with the windows open,’ said 
Strong. 

According to Strong, cracking windows 
makes very little difference in the tempera- 
ture of a vehicle. Even when it’s cloudy and 
doesn’t really seem too hot for humans, it’s 
still pretty hot for dogs. 

“Their body temperatures are a couple de- 
grees warmer than us, around 100,” she said. 
“You'll see a lot of panting and the pads 
on their feet will sometimes sweat but they 
don’t have the same ability to cool down 
their bodies like we do. They also can’t open 
the car door.” 
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Strong shared that people don’t realize 
how warm it can become in a vehicle, retell- 
ing an incident in South Deerfield during 
this summer’s last heat wave when two dogs 
died after being left in the back of a truck 
with water and open windows. 

“Things can go south quickly, even if you 
don’t mean to be negligent or cruel,’ she 
said. “Sometimes it happens and there’s no 
malice involved.” 

Agawam Animal Control gets an aver- 
age of three calls a week during the summer 
about pets locked in cars. She says it’s not all 
that often now since more people are leaving 
their pets at home. 

“It’s getting better. People are smarter 
about the choices they make in regards to 
their pets. Facebook and the news are cover- 
ing more things like this. There’s education 
out there and people are starting to under- 
stand how dangerous it really is,” she said. 

Some pet owners have been known to uti- 
lize remote car starters so they can leave the 
air conditioning on in a parked car. While 
Officer Strong advises against this, it can be 
an option for someone who absolutely must 
make a stop before they return home. 

A nice breeze on a sizzling day is the per- 
fect time for a walk...or is it? Burnt paws 
from hot concrete are the second most com- 
mon thing that Strong sees during the sum- 
mer. 

“People don’t think about the pads of their 
dog’s feet. We tell people to put their hand or 
a bare foot on the concrete and pavement. If 
it’s too hot for you to walk barefoot, chances 
are you shouldn’t be walking your dog,” she 
said. 

She also recommends keeping pups safe 
while they cool down in water. Life vests, 
swimming harnesses or floating leashes can 
pull a dog safety when necessary. A kiddie 
pool with fresh, non-chlorine water is best 
for playing and drinking.

The eighth grader at Agawam Junior High 
School said she was glad she took the advice 
of her mother and her art teacher, Marcia 
Scherpa, to complete her drawing and enter 
the contest. 

“Mrs. Scherpa was wonderful and very 
supportive,” said Maddy. “My mom told me 
to finish my drawing and I did, but I wasn’t 
confident about it and wasn’t going to enter 
it. Mrs. Scherpa really gave me the confi- 
dence to submit my poster.” 

“We had a number of great posters from 
AJHS students,’ said Scherpa. “I knew 
Maddy’s poster was excep- 
tional. She had worked very 
hard on every project I had 
assigned in class. I wasn’t 
surprised that she handed in 
an excellent poster.” 

Scherpa said she’s “very 
happy” for Maddy. 

“Its nice to see that out- 
standing effort and talent 
recognized,” Scherpa said, 
adding that she’s also proud 
of the work of her other stu- 
dents — many of whom also 
could’ve been among the 
winners. 

“However, when I saw 
all the posters framed and 
presented at the awards ceremony, I could 
see why Maddy’s poster won. She has natu- 
ral talent and she presented the information 
judges were looking for in a very effective 
way.” 

The contest -- open to sixth-, seventh-, 
and eighth-grade students -- is sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Department of Fire 
Safety and the Massachusetts Property In- 
surance Underwriting Association (MPIUA) 
on behalf of the state’s property and casualty 
insurance companies. 

Fire departments in the towns of the top 
three poster winners in the state will receive 
grants between $1,000 and $2,500. Local 
fire safety and education officers provide as- 
sistance with the contest by promoting and 
conducting it in their communities. (See 
sidebar story.) 


Poster contest serves important role 

“The purpose of the contest is to help 
our young adults or pre-teens become more 
aware of the dangers of fire,’ said Agawam 
Firefighter Pam Murphy, who serves as the 
AFD’s education officer. Murphy said the 
poster contest is part of the individual fire 
safety classes she organizes in all Agawam 
schools in cooperation with principals and 
teachers. 

Once students complete their posters, 
Murphy collects them and goes through all 
the entries — usually about 300 — to make 
sure they meet the judging criteria. The few 
that don’t are rejected. The rest are mailed to 
the MPIUA in Boston. 

For the 2011-2012 contest, students were 
required to develop a visual concept around 
the theme, “Fire Prevention Everyone/Ev- 
eryday.” 

Among the criteria used in judging the 
posters were how well the fire prevention/ 
fire safety message was conveyed, the origi- 
nality and creativity of the poster’s illustra- 
tions/design, and the appropriateness of the 
poster’s main ideas to the topic. Neatness, 
correct spelling, and legibility were also im- 
portant factors. 

Scherpa said by participating in the post- 
er contest, students learn to organize what 
they’ve learned about fire safety and convey 
this information in a well-designed work of 
art. The contest also helps them to under- 
stand and to meet the portion of the Mas-

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sachusetts curriculum frameworks for visual 
arts that includes a standard for the role of 
artists in communities. 

She added that although art is a powerful 
way to educate and communicate, to do this 
effectively, students must have a solid back- 
ground in what makes good design. 

“I focus on how to use the elements of 
design to organize, emphasize, and affect 
an emotional response from the viewer,” she 
said. 


Drawing on her artistic talent 

Maddy entered the contest because she 
thought it would be fun. “I love to draw. Art 
is my hobby. It’s something 
I do for enjoyment.” 

She always was inter- 
ested in art but started to 
really get into drawing in 
the fifth grade. Maddy en- 
tered the fire safety contest 
for the first time when she 
was in sixth grade. 

“I consider myself cre- 
ative for the most part. 
My inspiration for the 
poster was the ‘Do’s and 
Don’ts’ to prevent a fire. 
I thought doing it that 
way was straight forward 
and a quick way to make 
the point I wanted to get 
across. I hoped that that would make it dif- 
ferent from all the other posters that were 
entered,” said Maddy. 

Maddy’s mother, Elizabeth Izoita, said her 
daughter has a “natural talent” for art. 

“Maddy wasn’t always interested in art 
as a child because I don’t believe she knew 
how well she could really draw,” she said. 
“When she hit 10, Maddy started drawing 
a lot, every day, for hours at a time. That’s 
when she realized it was something that was 
a part of her.” 

Maddy came up with the poster design on 
her own, but she would often ask her parents 
for their opinions. 

“The biggest thing we stressed was that if 
she wanted people to see it from a distance, 
she needed to pick colors that would stand 
out and to write big enough for people to get 
the point of the picture. Other than that, it 
was all her idea and creativity,” said Izoita. 

Scherpa said Maddy’s poster had all the 
right elements and was well-designed. 

“The lettering was easy to read, uniform, 
and spelled correctly. The information she 
chose to focus on was presented in overlap- 
ping thumbnail drawings — almost like a 
deck of cards. This created a sense of unity to 
the overall design, very powerful. The draw- 
ings in each block were very well executed. 
Maddy then used color in the background to 
make the blocks stand out.” 


Hard work can lead to success 

Izoita said she and her husband are proud 
not only of their daughter’s accomplishment, 
but also of Maddy’s art teachers, her school, 
and Murphy. 

“This win is really due to the hard work of 
many people.” She added that the award also 
demonstrated that “if you work hard enough 
for something, you will get it.” 

When the coffee spilled on the artwork 
Maddy was “devastated” and thought the 
poster was a disaster. “We convinced her not 
to give up,” said Izoita. “Once it was cleaned it 
up, the light stain that was left actually blended 
in great with the smoke in her picture.” 

As for her prize money, Maddy said it’s in 
her savings account. “I can’t bring myself to 
spend it, so I might save it for college.” Her 
goal is to become an accountant or math- 
ematician. “I really enjoy math. But if that 
doesn’t work out, a career in design would 
be my second choice.” 
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Poster contest key element 
of fire safety education

Since 1981, the Arson Watch Reward 
Program, which was established to in- 
crease public awareness of arson-related 
fires, has held a poster contest to help 
raise awareness across the state among 
middle school students and their families 
that preventing fires requires everyone to 
be alert. 

Students can win $200 if their poster is 
selected as the first-place county winner 
or $1,000 as the first-place winner state- 
wide. The winning posters can also mean 
more money for their local fire depart- 
ments as well. 

As an added benefit for firefighter-edu- 
cators who help to promote and conduct 
the contest, towns that have first, sec- 
ond, and third place winning posters in 
the statewide contest will each receive a 
check in the amount of $2,500, $1,500, 
and $1,000, respectively. The money can 
be used for any equipment, materials, 
outreach, education, research, and pre- 
vention efforts relative to the fire preven- 
tion/education. 


AFD to receive $2,500 grant 

This year, thanks to Madalyn “Maddy” 
Izoita’s poster winning first place in the 
statewide contest, Agawam’s fire depart- 
ment will receive a check for $2,500. Pam 
Murphy, a firefighter who also serves as 
AFD’s education officer, said the grant is 
a great benefit. 

“Most of my fire safety classes are 
done off duty, so the department relies on 
grants like this to help defer the cost of 
all my other classes,’ she said. Murphy 
teaches fire safety classes in all Agawam 
schools as well as at Girl and Boy Scouts 
meetings, private pre-schools, fairs, and 
for senior citizens. 

“I also have a program that helps chil- 
dren who are troubled kids. They set fires 
and then need special training,’ added 
Murphy. As a full-time firefighter, she 
conducts her safety classes between fire- 
fighting duties. 

“It gets very time consuming. The 
grants help, because there’s just not 
enough of me to go around. The depart- 
ment as a whole does a lot of fire safety 
education, such as during our annual 
open house in the fall, but my teaching 
is individual and can’t be interrupted by 
calls or other emergencies. My classes 
teach serious stuff, so I need that uninter- 
rupted time with kids.” 

Murphy said the poster contest is a 
valuable tool in her fire safety classes. 
“I use the contest to get kids excited and 
motivated about learning about fire safe- 
ty. It’s a tough age group to reach some- 
times, but the prize money usually gets 
their attention.”

‘Who wants to make a $1,000?’ 

She usually starts her presentation 
by asking students: Who wants to make 
$200? She added that now that an Aga- 
wam student has won the top state prize, 
it may be another incentive for students. 
“Now I can ask: Who wants to make 
$1,000?” 

Murphy said she spends two to three 
days holding fire safety classes for all 
sixth graders. At the junior high school, 
Murphy — who is usually accompanied 
by her dog, a Dalmatian named Blaze 
— spends nearly two weeks teaching fire 
safety classes to seventh and eighth grad- 
ers. 

“I have a separate class for each group. 
I teach approximately six classes per day 
until all students have had a class.” That’s 
also when she gives students a copy of 
the judging criteria and the rules for the 
poster contest, she said. 

“Pam Murphy is the heart and soul of 
this program,” said junior high school art 
teacher Marcia Scherpa. “She’s really 
dedicated to educating people about fire 
safety. Pam wanted to expand her contact 
with Agawam students at AJHS, so we 
discussed working together to present a 
program about fire safety.” 

Scherpa said she’s been “impressed” 
by Murphy’s involvement in the project 
from the beginning. “The art department 
has always had requests from various 
organizations for children to do posters. 
Rarely do people take the time to meet 
with the art department and offer to pres- 
ent with us and follow up with materials 
and deadlines for submission. Pam was 
not only enthusiastic, but she also fol- 
lowed through on the project with us.” 


Grant is ‘just awesome’ 

Elizabeth Izoita, Maddy’s mother, said 
she and her husband, along with Maddy’s 
four siblings, are very proud of Maddy’s 
win and the fact that she also helped gar- 
ner a grant for the fire department. 

“We are ecstatic for her. She worked 
hard, every day for hours. This poster 
was not something she did in a couple of 
hours. She really took a lot of time and 
put a lot of thought into it. Not only that, 
but our town fire department receives 
funding as well, which is just awesome.” 

Maddy said that while she’s thrilled to 
win the $1,000 and to have her artwork 
hanging at the fire department’s head- 
quarters, she’s even more delighted that 
her poster is responsible extra funds for 
the department. 

“I feel good knowing that something 
I made is hanging up in the fire depart- 
ment. But I’m even happier knowing our 
fire department will receive money to 
help it continue to spread the word about 
fire prevention.”

he free show with free parking, is expected 

to attract large crowds, so people should 
carpool and/or plan to arrive early and stay late. 
The base can be accessed by four routes and 
three Massachusetts Turnpike exits and a state 
police helicopter will fly over the area both days 
and provide live traffic feedback on Facebook at 
Westover. AFRC.AF.MIL for people who want 
to plan ahead. Coolers cannot be brought in, but 
there will be refreshments for sale and people 
are invited to bring blankets and/or folding 
chairs to watch the show. There will also be a 
large area dedicated to handicap parking. 

MSet. Andrew Biscoe of the 439th Airlift 
Wings says the Heritage Display will house five 
very famous planes. “Memories will come back 
when people see these planes that flew between 
1956 and 1972,” he said, adding the planes will 
showcase the base history and will be flown in 
from the Midwest. They will include the B-52 
from today’s Air Force, the KC-135, the C-123, 
the C-130 and the C-5. “It will be a nostalgic and 
proud time for all of us whether we are saluting 
the greatest generation or the people serving in 
the Armed Forces today,” he said. “There will be 
a lot of very rare planes here and a B-2 Stealth 
Bomber will do a fly over on Saturday.” 

Biscoe said people who live in the region 
will hear the planes arriving beginning Aug. 2. 
“There will be such an extraordinary number of 
planes here that we will need time to position 
them on the ramp,” he explained. 

The show will open with a fly-over by a C- 
47 and the flying schedule for the weekend will 
include a Black Daggers jump with Goulian 
and Holland; a P-51, P-47, Corsair and Avenger 
missing man flight; a combined demonstration 
by Mike Goulian and Rob Holland; two B-25’s 
with pryo; a C-5 static off-load demonstration; 
a performance 

by the 3rd Strike Wing Walker; the Geico Sky 
Typers 6-SNJ-2’s; a Legacy Flight; F-18 with 
two F4 Corsairs and the wall of fire, a P-51 solo, 
the Red Steel Jet Team and a simulated WWII 
attack with a P-51; two F-4U Corsairs and two 
B-25s with large pyro. 

There will also be other performances and 
people can spend the entire day going through 
the more than 60 aircraft on display, which will 
include the opportunity to walk through the cav- 
ernous C-5. 

There will be a lot of history to absorb as 
Westover has been involved in every major 
military and humanitarian action in the last 30 
years, including Operation Desert Shield, Des- 
ert Storm, Enduring Freedom, Iraqi Freedom 
and New Dawn as well as relief efforts to New 
Orleans following Hurricane Katrina, in Hous- 
ton following Hurricane Rita, in Haiti after their 
earthquake and in Japan following the earth- 
quake and tsumani there.
